QuewtionnaireH for New Men 
The local board this morning re­ 
ceived from state draft headquarters 
notice that, in 
all 
probability the 
same form of questionnaire used for 
last year's registered men would be 
used for those who will be registered 
on June 5th. 
The co-operation of the 
board, of the legal advisory board, 
and others is again asked in getting 
these blanks filled. 


Additional affidavits will be requir­ 
ed to support claims 
for deferred 
classification on agricultural grounds 
in th at it will be necessary to give 
the names and occupations of all per­ 
sons living on the farm , and, if it is 
claimed that the father is physically 
unable to work, a physician’s certifi­ 
cate will be required to support this 
claim. 


Additional evidence will also be re ­ 
quired in dependency claims especial­ 
ly when men seek deferred classifi­ 
cation on account of being married. 
If the m arriage has occurred since 
May 18, 1917 it will be necessary to 
show th at the registrant was engaged 
before that time. 
May Draft for Labor 
Plans to mobilize 
for necessary 
war work thousands of men in defer­ 
red draft classes have been fram ed 
by Provost Marshal General Crowder’s 
office. 


C arrying out his policy of “ work 
or fight”. 
Crowder proposes first to 
weed out loafers hiding behind wo­ 
m en’s skirts through dependency ex­ 
emptions and give them the choice of 
working in a war plant or joining 
the Army. 
Secondly, he would tra n s­ 
fer to war tasks men now in non­ 
essential industries or in positions 
wherein women could replace them. 
The plan, it was stated a t the Pro­ 
vost Marshal General’s 
office, 
has 
been submitted to 
Secretary Baker. 
Baker him self says it has not come 
“officially” before him; that “ forward- 
looking persons’’, however, have pro­ 
posed such an idea, but that it has 
not been acted on. 
The plan is the outgrowth of Crow­ 
der’s sugestion to raise the 
d raft 
ages to 40 and 45 for industrial pur­ 
poses, which was laid aside for the 
present. 
'But with increasing drafts taking 
m any workingmen, the necessity for 
putting every loafer to work and giv­ 
ing every man a m an’s jab is becom­ 
ing more acute, Crowder says. 
Crow der’s plan would affect about 
4,000,00p men now in Classes 2 and 
4, the large dependency classes.

HOSPITALS WERE MARKED 


Camp Colt had its first real thrill 
on Wednesday afternoon when an or­ 
der came for three companies of the 
•/02nd Battalion, 
Heavy Tanks, 
to 
move. 
Only a few hours’ notice was 
given in which to break camp, pack 
up and 
get away. 
The order 
was 
thorough 
in its meaning, even 
the 
straw having to be emptied out of the 
mattresses. 
The command was put 
into effect with 
speed and 
m arked 
thoroughness and 
on schedule 
the 
men left in big trucks, supposedly for 
“ An Atlantic Port." 


Those of the outfit who had their 
wives here, bade touching farewells, 
others hurriedly 
said good-bye 
to 
their 
friends, there 
was a 
grand 
hurry to get things from stores th at 
had been left there, public and pri­ 
vate laundries 
were besieged 
with 
calls for clothing in process of being 
cleaned, and all the items of packing 
which m ight be expected came in for 
their share of attention. 


Finally the 
big trucks pulled out 
with men and equipment. 
Even g arb ­ 
age cans were 
taken along, and the 
whole thing had the appearance of a 
general cleaning-out of the one b a tta ­ 
lion.

A few miles from camp, however, 
the trucks turned about, and convey­ 
ed everybody 
back to the 
starting 
point, everything 
was unloaded a n i 
camp established again. 
“ Merely a 
problem in transportation,” was tho 
reason given in response to a query 
on the reason for the seemingly un­ 
explainable performance. 


The men

ficers rem arked: 
“ Some day w eil sta rt out th a t way 
and we never will come back until its 
‘over Over There’, and, believe me, 
I’m going

The examination of applicants for 
hchools in Adams County will be held 
in the Gettysburg High School assem ­ 
bly room, for provisional and 
pro­ 
fessional certificates on three days: 
On June 14, for all applicants who 
are not in attendance at school out 
of the county. 
On June 28, for all applicants who 
are in atendance at school out of the 
county.

On July 5, for applicants who wish 
to renew their professional certificates 
by adding two new subjects and those 
who have qualified 
in the subjects 
enumerated on a provisional certifi­ 
cate and are applying for a profes­ 
sional certificate. 


Applicants for a provisional cer­ 
tificate will be given a thorough test 
in the following branches: spelling, 
reading, writing, arithmetic, physi­ 
ology and hygiene, geography, g ra m ­ 
mar, United States history, Pennsyl­ 
vania history, civics, elementary al­ 
gebra, school m anagement and m eth­ 
ods of teaching. 


Applicants for a professional cer­ 
tificate must pass a thorough exam i­ 
nation in all branches required for a 
provisional certificate and two of the 
following 
branches: 
vocal 
music, 
drawing, English literature, plane ge­ 
ometry, 
general 
history, 
physical 
geography, elementary botany, 
ele­ 
mentary 
zoology, 
or 
elementary 
physics. 
As an indication of what is deemed 
a minimum requirement for adm is­ 
sion into the profession of teaching 
the following resolution was adopt­ 
ed by the leading educators of our 
Commonwealth a t a recent conven­ 
tion: 


“That the minimum standard for 
admission to the profession of teach­ 
ing includes a requirement of a three 
year high school course and an addi­ 
tional year, 
including 
professional 
subjects, and a review of the elemen­ 
tary subjects in an approved school.’’ 
Section 1202 of the School Code 
reads as follows: Every teacher em ­ 
ployed to teach in the public schools 
of this Commonwealth must be a per­ 
son of good moral character, and must 
be at least eighteen years of age, and 
submit a health certificate.” 
All certificates will be issued by 
July 13th. 
Directors in districts in 
which teachers 
h<fdin|g 
{(rovUriional 
certificates will be employed should 
not appoint this class of teachers be­ 
fore the certificates are issued.

In spite of the fact that 
the Red Cross w as plainly visible a 
large number of bombs of enormous 
size were dropped together with a 
smaller number of shrapnel bomba.

terrific 
damage among 
the terrified women 
and wounded men. 
British aviators and anti-adrcr&ft 
guns engaged

seen the Red Croas. 
The small huts composing part of 
the hospital 
outfit were splintered, 
and half of the main hospital build­ 
ing was practically wiped out of ex­ 
istence.

Italian Naval Headquarters, May 
2.’J—The details of the recent Italian 
naval exploit at Pola show that it 
was one of the most audacious feats 
of the war, worthy to rank with the 
British at Zeebrugge and th£ Merri­ 
mac at Santiago. 
Plans were long matured by Lieut. 
Commander Pellegrini, who 
adopted 
unusual means of secrecy to safe­ 
guard the project. 
To divert atten­ 
tion he took service in the trenches 
on the Piave, and 
when ready 
to 
start gave out that he was going to 
visit his friends. 
He was accom­ 
panied by 
another officer 
and two 
sailors. 
The party was escorted by destroy­ 
ers and arrived at Pola at 2 o’clock 
in the morning. It was very dark, 
as the moon 
had been 
down 
two 
hours. 
A light wind blow off shore, 
which prevented the sounds of prepa­ 
ration going landward. The entrance 
of the channel was 400 yards across, 
with a long neck leading 
into the 
great harbor, in which lay Austria’s 
fleet of battleships, cruisers and de­ 
stroyers, encircled by a frowning ter­ 
race of land batteries. 
In the obscruity the guardship at 
the 
entrance 
was 
dimly 
visible 
swung to one side, the guards ap­ 
parently asleep. 
There 
was 
com­ 
plete lack of watchfulness. 
Final preparation was now made 
for a dash in the darkness. 
Com­ 
mander Pellegrini and

ions put on rubber suits which could 
be inflated.

Cities will be Laid In 
Ruins. 


London, May 23—Twelve German 
airplanes were brought down during 
Monday’s air fighting by British avia­ 
tors, while gunfire accounted for an­ 
other, 
and an additional 
two were 
driven down out of control. 
An of­ 
ficial announcement of the day’s ac­ 
tivities says: 
“Balloons and airplanes were again 
very active on Monday. Several long 
distance reconnoiasances were com­ 
pleted and many photographs and ob­ 
servations taken. Bombing airplanes 
dropped twenty two tons of bombs 
on the enemy’s railway stations, air­ 
dromes and billets. 
“Twelve 
German airplanes 
were 
brought down in the air fighting, two 
others were ’driven down 
out 
of 
control 
and another 
was 
brought 
down by gunfire. 
Two hostile bal­ 
loons also were destroyed. Four Brit­ 
ish airplanes are mussing.” 


With the French Armies in France, 
May 23—Germans captured by the 
French testify to the brilliant work 
of the Entente Allied aviators, who, 
the prisoners say, leave the Germans 
no peace. 
Fears are expressed re­ 
garding future operations by Allied 
airmen on the 
Rhine Cities, 
which 
they believe will be laid in ruins. 
The Germans declare their anti-air­

prevent the Allies visiting either day 
or night the Teuton camps, canton­ 
ments, depots and airdromes, where, 
they say enormous damage

Railroads, Paying More for Bitumi­ 
nous, Making Suggestion. 


Washington, May 23— Reduction of 
the price od coal about 20 cents a ton 
to the public was proposed to Presi­ 
dent Wilson by the Railroad Adminis­ 
tration as the proper course if rail­ 
roads are required to pay much more 
for coal than they have paid 
under 
private operation. 
Under 
Fuel 
A dm inistrator G ar­ 
field’s 
urgent recommendation 
that 
railroads distribute cars evenly to all 
mines, elim inating the IOO per cent 
supply to those holding railroad con­ 
tracts, the 
Railroad 
Administration 
now is represented as willing to pay 
about $2 a ton, or 
nearly 60 cents 
more than the present average. Since 
railroads use about one-third of the 
total bituminous coal production 
of 
the United States, Railroad Admin­ 
istration officials believe the price 
to 
the public should be reduced in 
ac­ 
cordance 
with the 
increased price 
paid by the roads.

Overhead shrapnel wa* banting. 
I coaid hear the fragments slap the 
ground. Than I went . oat ones more. 
When I enow to everything was silence 
•bd darkness in No Man’s Land. 
I 
was soaked with blood and a big flap 
from the wound in my cheek was hang* 
ing over my mouth. The blood, run* 
ntnfe from this flap choked me. Qht of 
the corner M my mouth I would try 
and blow it back, but it would not 
move. I reached for my shell dressing 
and tried, with one hand, to bandage 
my face to prevent tile flow. I bad 
•fen awful horror of bleeding to death 


and was getting very faint. Ton would' 
have laughed if you had seen my 
ludicrous attempts at bandaging with 
one hand. The pains lo my wounded 
shoulder were awful and I was getting 
sick at the stomach. I gave up the 
bandaging stunt as a bad job, and then. 
fainted. 
When I came to, hell was let loose. 
An intense bombardment was on, and, 
on the whole my position was decided* 
ly unpleasant. 
Then, suddenly, our 
barrage ceased. 
The alienee almost 
hurt, but not for long, because Frits 
turned loose with shrapnel, machine 
guns, and rifle fire. Then all along our 
line came a cheer and our boys cams 
over the top in a charge. The flrat 
wave was composed of “Jocks.” They 
were a magnificent sight, kilts, flapping 
in the wind, bore knees showing, and 
their bayonets glistening. In the first 
wave that passed my shell hole, one of 
the “Jocks,” an Immense fellow, about 
six feet jtwo Inches in height Jumped 
fight over me. On the right and left 
of me several soldiers In colored kilts 
were huddled on the ground, then over 
came the second wave, oleo “Jocks.” 
One young Scottie, when he came 
abreast of ray shell hole, leaped Into 
the air, his rifle shooting out of his 
hands, landing about six feet tv front 
of him. bayonet first, and stuck In the 
ground, the butt trembling. This Im­ 
pressed me greatly. 
Right now I con tee the butt of that 
gun trembling. 
The Scottie made a 
complete turn in the air, hit the 
ground, rolling over twice, each time 
clawing at the earth, and then r» 
rosined still, about four feet from roe, 
In a sort of sitting position* I called to 
him /“Are you hurt badly, Jock?” hut 
no answer. He was dead. A dark red 
smudge was coming through his tunic 
right under the heart. The blood ran 
down his bare knees, making a horrible 
sight. On his right side be carried his 
water bottle. I was crazy for a drink 
and tried to reach this, but for the life 
of me could not negotiate that four 
feet. Then I became unconscious. 
When I woke up I was in an advanced 
first-aid post. 
I asked the doctor if 
we had taken the trench. “We took 
the trench and the wood beyond, all 
right,” he said# “and you fellows did 
your bit; but, my lad, thai wus thirty- 
six hours ugo. You were lyiug In No 
Man’s Land in that bally hole for a day 
and a half. It’s a wonder you are alive.” 
He also told me that out of the twenty 
thut were in the raiding party, seven­ 
teen were killed. The officer died of 
wounds in crawling back to our trencb 
and I Wuk severely wounded, hut one 
fellow returned without a scratch, with­ 
out liny prisoners. No doubt this chap 
WM the one who bud sneezed and im­ 
properly cut the burbled wire. 
In the official communique our trench 
raid was descried us follows: 
“All quiet on the western front, ex­ 
cepting In the neighborhood of Com- 
mecourt wood. where one of our raid­ 
ing parties penetrated into the German 
lines.” 
It Is needless to any that we had no 
use for our persuaders or coiue-ulongs, 
as we brought huck no prisoners, and 
until I die QIU rapper s words. “Per­ 
sonally t don’t believe that that part 
of the German trench is occupied,” will 
always come to me when I hear some 
fellow trylug to get away with a fishy 
stutemant*' I trill judge it accordingly.
